Wednesday morning, in Sioux City, the 
murder case against Peyton was dismissed. 
The St. Louis police had been apprised that 
this action might be taken and Sergt. Noite 
was on the ground, armed with requisition 
papers for Peyton. As soon as he was re- 
leased he was rearrested and turned over 
to Sergt. Nolte. His attorney obtained a 
writ of habeas corpus on the ground that 
Peyton was not a fugitive from justice and 
the case will be given a hearing next week.

The indefinite postponement of the $5,006,- 
000 World's Fair bond sale is being consid- 
ered by Mayor Ziegenhein. 

The bond bill, which was signed by the 


mayor last Friday, becomes a law Feb. 11. 
The mayor Wednesday called on City 
Counselor Schnurmacher for an opinion on 
the question whether it would be his duty 
to advertise the sale immediately after that 
date. Mr. Schnurmacher expressed the 
opinion that the mayor had an option tn the 
premise and advised that a conference 
with leaders of the World’s Fair enterprise 
be held to decide whether the proposed da- 
lay would be advisable. 

“As soon as the bill becomes a 
call on the World’s Fair mana aa ye 
their opinion on the subject. My own 
view is that it would be safest to sell the 
bonds while the money market is in its 
present favorable condition, but some peo- 
ple fear that if the bonds are sold now 
and the money lies in the banks for a 
year or two, the interest the city will have 
to pay on the bonds will be greater than 
the interest which it will receive on the 
money. So it becomes a question how much 
the money market is likely to change, and 
for this reason | asked the city counselor 
whether I would be strictly required to sell 
the bonds immediately. I understand from 
him that I am given an option in the 
premises.”

NOT A SOUND GLASS OR MIRROR 
IS LEFT BEHIND. 


How the Work of Demolishing the 
Senate Saloon in Topeka Was 
Accomplished With Dis- 
patch. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 6.—AsS cool as a 
veteran commander on the field of battle 
Mrs. Carrie Nation conducts her saloon 
smashing crusade. In the smashing of the 
Senate saloon yesterday, in Which a great 
quantity of liquor was wasted, bar fix- 
tures and mirrors worth $1500 demolished, 
the leader did most of the work. 

As soon as Mrs. Nation reached the door 
of the Senate saloon she ran inside as fast 


as she could. A negro had just opened the 
place and was sweeping out. When he saw 
Mrs. Nation and the women coming he ut- 
tered a howl like an Indian and jumped at 
Mrs. Nation. He seized her hatchet. In 
the struggle the hatchet struck her on the 
forehead and hurt her, but she paid no at- 
tention to the blow. Disarmed of her wea- 
pon by the negro, she snatched a hatch- 
et from one of the two remaining women 
who were armed and ran through the bil- 
liard room into the bar. 

The negro pulled out a revolver from his 
pocket and fired a shot into the ceiling. He 
hoped it might frighten the other women. 
It had no effect on them. They followeu 
Mrs. Nation into the barroom and without 
the least sign of excitement began to de- 
molish everything of value in the place. 

Mrs. Nation looked critically around, then 
went up behind the bar and splintered 
three handsome plate glass mirrors. Then 
she hammered holes through the refrigera- 
tor, took bottles out from under the bar and 
broke them and set to work on the beer 
kegs. The first beer keg she attacked 
seemed too stout for her. She hammered at 
it for several minutes, but it resisted every 
blow. Then she stopped a minute, said a 
little prayer, and hit it a vicious blow with 
the blade of her hatchet. A stave of the 
keg was broken, there was a hissing sound, 
and a foamy stream of beer flew all over 
Mrs. Nation's face, hair and dress. She 
held her hands out to let the beer drip o‘f 
of her, blinked her eyes to get the beer out 
of them and laughed loud. 

But she did not delay long. Time was 
precious. She hacked the cherry wood har, 
She knocked the bungs out of whisky bar- 
rels and the heads off the liquor bottles. 

The three women were just as industrious 
as she.

The Pending Bill Does not Conform to 
the Governor’s Idea of Franchise 
Tax as Expressed in His In- 
augural. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.—The 
franchise tax measure prepared by the 
subcommittee of the Senate, composed of 
Senators Martfn and Clay and which is de. 
signed to ‘ax all corporations, but vesting 
the State Board of Equalization with right 
to name those which shall be taxed, was 
officially transmitted to Gov. Dockery for 
consideration last night. 

“I Know very little about the features of 
the Senate bill’’ said the governor to the 
Post-Disprich, ‘but I shall look it over 
carefully.’ 

The bill before the governor does not con- 
form to the declaration contained in his 
inaugural address tg the effect that only 
“corporations enjoying practically exclu- 
sive privileges,’’ by which are meant public 
and quasi-public corporations, should be 
taxed. 

Representatives Hawkins of Marion and 
Woolfolk of Lincoln constitute a subcom 
mittee of the House ways and means com- 
mittee to confer with Sena‘ors Martin and 
Clay relative to their franchise bill. It is 
believed that some few changes will be 
made, but as the general terms are in ac- 
cordance with Judge Hawkins’ ideas there 
is no reason to believe the amendments will 
be of a material nature. , 
“I am perfectly satisfied,’’ said Col. Will- 
iam Phelps, speaking of the franchise tax 
bill to the Post-Dispatch today, ‘‘to have 
the bill gotten up by the Senate ways and 
means committee passed. I think it emi- 
nently just because it seeks to tax all cor- 
porations. 

“If the little fellow is taxed, why, I sup- 
pose the railroad companies won't com- 
plain.”’

Fire and ice contended for mastery in 
the old McLean building, at Collins and 
Biddle streets, Wednesday morning. 

While the contents of the building, cloth- 
ing, mattresses and feathers blazed within 
the walls, the outside took on a coat of 
ice, and the ladders thrown against the 
building by the firemen hung with icicles. 

The gloves and helmets of the firemen 
were ice-decked, and Chief Swingley, in his 
white coat, moved about among firemen 
and gpectators like the Frost King.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.—Promi- 
nent Christian Scientists, to the number of 
1000, appeared before the joint committee 
on ways and means of the House and Sen- 
ate in Representative Hall last night to pro- 
test against certain features of the Hall 
medical bill, which would militate serious- 
ly, {t is claimed, against the status of the 
Christian Science creed. 

Probably 300 Christian Scientists com- 
prised the St. Louis delegation, while Kan- 
sas City, St. Joe and other parts of the 
state were equally well represented. 

As a result of the hearing It is announced 
the public health committee will strike out 
those paragraphs of the medical measure 
objectionable to the Christian Science re- 
ligion. 

Several St. Loulsans spoke for the bill, 
among them Rev. Dr. Palmore, editor 
of the St. Louis Christian Evangelist; Drs. 
F. J. Lutz, McElwee and Standlen. Briefiy 


these gentlemen contended that to treat 
the afflicted was in effect the carry:ng out 
of the duties of a medical practitioner and 
everyone so doing should be required to 
procure a regular physician’s certificate. 

The Hall bill provides for the establish- 
ment of a state medical board, who shall 
pass on the qualifications of all applicants 
for medical practice, and requiring each to 
have served a two-year course at a duly 
recognized medical college. 

Further, it is specified that ‘all persons 
professing to heal the sick or afflicted’”’

HAD PREDICTED 
HIS OWN DEATH 


George Hellenger Said He 
Would Die in Two Years. 


HAD HIS MONUMENT MADE 


PRESCRIBED. . 


Having No Kin He Left His Fortune 
of $20,000 to Religious and 
Charitable Institutions on 
the East Side. 


Anticipating his death 18 months ago, 
George Hellenger, an octogenarian of 
French Village, who died at St. Mary's 
Hospital in East St. Louis Tuesday after- 
noon, had his grave dug and walled with 
brick at Mount Carmel Cemetery and a 
monument erected on a lot he had pur- 
chased as his last resting place. 

The simple inscription, ‘“‘George Hellen- 
ger,’’ was engraved upon the marble, with 
a panel left below for the date of his death 
and a verse of his selection. 

Hellenger recovered, but told his: friends 
he would not survive two years. 

He was without kith or kin, but had 
ample means to provide every luxury dur- 
ing his declining days. 

His first trip out of the house in the 
period of convalescence was to the cem- 
etery, where he inspected the grave and 
directed certain alterations to be made. 

He asked the sexton what he thought of 
the monument and said he wanted to be 
the sole occupant of his lot. ‘I'll be here 
in less than two years,”’ he said, and his 
fulfilment of the promise was missed by 
only six months. 

When Mr. Hellenger was taken to St. 
Mary's Hospital, two weeks ago, he said 
it was his last illness. He had bequeathed 
his fortune of $20,000 to St. Elizabeth's 
Church at Winstanley; St. Henry’s Church 
and St. Mary’s Hospital at East St. Louis, 
and remembered generously the friends 
who had cared for him in his previous ill- 
ness. , 

Then he sent for Charles Kurrus, the 
undertaker, to whom he gave the most 
minute instructions regarding his funeral. 


MAY HAVE: BEEN MURDERED 


Mystery of the Shooting Which Caused 
Death of a St. Louisan in Chicago 
Is Still Unsolved. 


Hig, relatives in St. Louls have no idea 
who inflicted the gunshot wound that 
caused the death of Patrick Kennedy, who 
was buried Tuesday afternoon from the un- 
dertaking rooms of Cullen & Kelley. 

Kennedy was 25 years old and his par- 
ents and his two sisters live at 2201 Cass 
avenue. The funeral was arranged by his 
sister, Miss Mary Kennedy, who said she 
received a telegram from Chicago announc- 
ing that her brother was dead there. She 
said she had no knowledge where he died 
nor how he received the wound that caused 
his death. 

At Cullen & Kelley’s it was learned that 
Kennedy, who was 25 years old, died at the 
Cook County hospital at 8 o’clock Saturday 
morning. Chicago undertakers wired that 
Kennedy had been shot below the heart, 
and that the Chicago police believe a mur- 
der had been committed. 

Miss Kennedy declinéd to discuss her 
brother's death. She said her parents, who 
are quite aged, had been told that their son 
had died of pneumonia.

Chicago Young Woman Claims Dead 
Produce Merchant Lee Gave Her 
the Property. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 6—Miss Emma Crowe, 
for six months Lee’s cashier, has assamed 
control of the produce commission house at 
189 West Randolph street, claiming that 
William Lee, a commission merchant, who 
died on Friday, gave her the property while 
on his deathbed. 

The concern has an annual trade of 


$150,000. Miss Crowe claims as her own $2100 
left in the bank by Lee and produce valued 
at $12,000, which is stored in various ware- 
houses.

Miss Annie Feil, a pretty, dark-haired 
girl, who is said to be heiress to $60,000 by 
the will of an aged relative, lately dead in 
Buda-Pesth, waited until nearly noon for 
her mother to call at the detention room in 
the Four Courts and take her home. 
Miss Feil was held as a runaway girl, hav- 
ing been taken in custody at 7:30 Tuesday 
evening by Detective Lawler, near the cor- 
ner of Sixth and St. Charles streets, at the 
instance of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Nich- 
olas Feil of 1932 Semple avenue. She spent 
the night in charge of Matron Kintzing. 


While waiting for her mother Miss Annie 
said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“T didn’t run away and never had any in- 
tention of doing so.| Monday evening when 
I was paid off I resigned my position at a 
large millinery store on- Washington ave- 
nue, having secured a better place. An eld- 
erly gentleman whom I have known for 
years and who boards‘in a family where Ii 
have girl friends, out on Lafayette avenue, 
told me the girls wanted to see me; so I 
went out with him and had supper with my 


friends. We sat in the parlor and talkec 
and finally I suggested that it was time for 
me to go home. The girls said it was too 
late and I should stay with them. I stayed 
all night, and as I had never remained away 
from home before without permission I was 
afraid to go home Tuesday. 

“ll came downtown, feeling sorry that I 
had not gone home the night before. 1 had 
had no quarrel at home, but was simply 
afraid of a little scolding if I went back. 
During the day I wrote mamma a leiter 
telling her if she wanted me to come back 
she should advertise in the personal column 
of the Post-Dispatch. I bought a paper and 
found an advertisement reading: ‘R. R. R.: 
Your father wants full address.’ But as I 
didn't have a boarding place yet I guess 
that didn’t mean me. 

“Just after I had taken supper in a res- 
taurant the detective walked up and in- 
duced me to come to the Four Courts. I'll 
never stay away from home again.”’ 

Miss Feil said she had received a copy 
of the will of her late relative and would 
not come into her share of his property un- 
til she reached the age of 21. She will be 18 
next May. 

The girl has a brother, Joe Feil, 14 years 
old, who ran away last summer to become 
a jockey. After 10 days he was found at 
Kinloch Park and taken home.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—The efforts of 
the St. Louis delegation in behalf of the 
Louisiana Purchase World's Fair have been 
crowned with notable success. The House 
committee has decided to report it favor- 
ably. Nothing remains now but the action 
of the House, which is practically assured. 
It is known that the Senate will pass the 
bill when it comes ‘before that body. 

There were but/two dissenting votes in 
the committee. They were cdst by Otey 
of Virginia and Williams of Mississippi, 
their opposition being based on the ground 
that the governmerit should not aid expo- 
sitions. They actpally assisted in framing 


the bill and were much interested, but to 
be consistent, and knowing that their op- 
position would not hinder the Dill, they 
voted against it. 

Those who voted for the bill were Chair- 
man Tawney, Representatives Steel of In- 
diana, Sherman of New York, Corliss of 
Michigan, Burke of Softth Dakota, and ot 
course, Mr. Joy of Missouri. Mr. Bartlett 
of Georgia was away ill.

‘I was against this measure last 
you know,”’ the speaker said, ‘‘but I belleve 
you have complied with all of the conditions 
which Congress imposed and you are enti- 
tled to the appropriation. I think your bill 
will go through without opposition.

This was as near as the speaker came to 
setting any time for consideration. His 
conversation conveyed the impression that 
he meant to select a day, perhaps between 
two appropriation bills, aad let the World’s 
Fair measure have right of way without 
any previcus announcement. He did say 
that he thcght an hour would be all that 
was needed for consideration in the House. 
He impressed the St. Loulsans with the 
idea that the passage of the bill was not to 
be postponed many days. 

The following ts a summary of the pro- 
visions of the bill as presented by the 
committee to the House this morning: 

A non-partisan commission of nine is to be 
appointed by the President within 30 days 
of the bill’s passage. 

They will meet at St. Louls within 30 
days after appointment to organize and se- 
lect a site for the fair. 

Two members and two of the local com- 
mittee with a fifth, to be selected, will act 
as a board to arbitrate all disputes. 

The commission is authorized to appoint 
a board of lady managers. 

The fair must open not later than May 1, 
1903, and close not later than Dec. 1, 1903. 

The President, when notified of readiness, 
will inform foreign countries of the open- 
ing time of the exposition, through their 
diplomatic representatives, inviting them to 
participate.
